The  subjoined  five  photographs  show  the  development  of  these  Christmas  Narcissi  which  is  both  studious  and 
interesting  and  the  cultivation  is  very  simple.  A  bowl  or  Jardiniere  should  be  taken  and  filled  about  two  inches 
with  gravel  and  upon  this  the  Narcissi  must  be  placed.  It  is  then  advisable  to  fill  the  spaces  between  the  bulbs 
with  gravel  to  prevent  the  bulbs  from  falling  over.  Sufficient  water  should  then  be  poured  into  the  bowl,  but  this 
should  not  touch  the  bottom  of  the  bulb.  From  time  to  time  this  can  be  repeated.  Place  the  bulbs  with  as  little 
space  as  possible  to  obtain  the  best  effect.  The  later  they  are  planted  the  quicker  they  will  come  into  flower: 
planted  in  November  they  should  be  in  full  flower  by  Christmas.  We  recommend  therefore,  that  part  of  the  quantity 
obtained  should  be  kept  in  dry  condition  in  order  that  they  may  be  planted  at  intervals  of  about  a  fortnight.  This 
will  enable  you  to  have  for  some  months,  sweetly  scented  flowers  indoors.  Of  all  bulbs  for  indoor  cultivation  these 
Narcissi  are  the  easiest  to  bring  into  flower.

These  Hyacinths  have  been  lifted  from  the  ground  before  they  were  sufficiently  ripe  and  furl  her  maturing  takes  place 
in  a  room  which  is  heated  according  to  the  requirements.  After  that,  they  are  transferred  to  a  room  where  the 
temperature  is  just  above,  freezing  point.  It  is  there  that  they  await  despatch.  By  this  artificial  treatment  the  flower  in 
the  bulb  has  been  so  far  developed  that  they  can  easily  flower  at  Christmas.
